HIS Paſſage of ſacred Scripture 

upon which the Providence of 

God has lately given us ſo af- 

fecting a Comment, is generally aſcribed 
to David the Monarch of Iſrael,

Ir is certain that this truly great and 
pious Prince was not ſo dazzled with the 
Eminence of his Station, and the Pomp 
and Splendor of a Court, as to forget 
the Infirmity of his Condition as a Man, 

and his abſolute Dependance upon the 
ſupreme Ruler of the Univerſe. His di- 
vine Songs are an inſtructive Evidence 
that he tempered the Thoughts of his 
Dignity with the Apprehenſions of his 
Frailty. Far from being betrayed by 
the Elevation of his Condition and the 
Extent of his Authority into an impious 
Self-ſufficiency, he frequently anticipated 
in his Reflections the important Change 
of Death, which he was foon to un- 
dergo. ---- In this Hour, fo dreadful to 
thoſe whoſe Minds have been wholly 
poſſeſſed with ſenſible Things, he expec- 
ted no other Support, but what he ſhould 
_ derive from the Preſence and Favour of 
Almighty God. © Though I walk thro' 
the Valley of the Shadow of Death I will 
fear no Evil, for thou art with me ; thy 
Rod and thy Staff, they comfort me.

Happ in theſe Sentiments of Piety 
more than in his Royal Dignity, we can- 
not wonder to hear him diſclaiming that 
Adoration and Confidence, which he 
knew, were only due to an higher Mo- 
narch ; and calling upon his Subjects and 
Mankind in general, to place their higheſt 


and ultimate Truſt, not in an earthly 


Prince, but in the Lord Jehovah, with 


Whom alone is everlaſtingStrength. And 


certainly it muſt give the Words of our 
Text a peculiar Weight and Emphaſis, 
upon this ſolemn Occaſion, to conſider 
them as addreſſed to us by a Royal In- 
ſtructor. © Put not your Truſt in Princes, 
nor in the Son of Man---his Breath goeth 
forth; he returneth to his Earth. 


THERE is ſcarcely any need to guard 
againſt the Abſurdity of taking the Pro- 
hibition in the Text in an abſolute Senſe ; 
as tho' it meant to diſſolve the Relation 
between Prince and Subject; or in the 
leaſt Degree to weaken the Obligations 
that reſult from this Relation. Civil Go- 
vernment is ſo neceſſary in the preſent

State, ſo evidently founded in the human 
Conſtitution, ſo plainly of divine Ap- 
pointment ; aud Mankind derive from it 
ſuch Security and Happineſs, that Re- 
ſpect and Allegiance to Princes and Rulers 
will for ever remain an important Branch 
of theDuty of Man: AnObligation, which 


| Inſtead of being relaxed, receives an ad- 
_ ditional Force from the Precepts of Reli- 


gion. To fear God, and honor the King, 
are Duties which are not only mentioned 
together in holy Scripture, but in them- 
ſelves nearly related ; and where the for- 


mer is obſerved, the latter can never be 


forgotten, 


PRINCES are repreſented in the divine 


Oraclcs, as a Kind of ſubordinate Deities. 


% I have ſaid ye are Gods.” They bear 
a faint Image of the Power and Autho- 


rity of the Lord of all: And when they 


reſemble Him alſo in Wiſdom and Good- 


neſs; when they make the divine Go- 


vernment the Model of their own; when 
they remember and faithfully proſecute 
the End of their Advancement; when

their Adminiſtrations are founded in Juſ- 
tice, and all directed to the public Hap- 
pineſs ; when their benign Influences are 
felt and enjoyed in Proportion to the E- 


minence of their Station, and the Extent 


of their Dominion ; then indeed do they 
appear to be delegated Gods, and Chil- 
dren of the moſt High: Such Princes, 
next to Him who is the“ Brightneſs of 


the Father's Glory, and the expreſs Image 


of his Perſon, ” are the moſt lively Re- 
preſentations of the divine Majeſty that 
the Earth has ever beheld. Such Mo- 


narchs meritand command the Reverence 


and Gratitude of their Subjects; and it is 


both natural and reaſonable to place a 


ſubordinate Truſt and Confidence in 
them. | 


Bor this Truſt ought x never to be abs 
folute and unlimited. There is one 
Being, and only one, who claims our un- 
bounded Confidence. God alone is the 
proper Object of ſuch an Hope and De- 
pendance, becauſe he alone is abſolutely 
perfect and immutable ; © the ſame Yeſ-

terday, to Day, and forever.” He alone 
is adequate to all our Capacities and 


Wants, and ſufficient to render us com- 


pleatly and eternally happy. To forget 
this, and to place our higheſt and ulti- 
mate Truſt in any Creature is the 
groſſeſt Impiety ; it is to violate our 
Allegiance to Him whoſe © Kingdom 
ruleth over all, and who will not give his 
Glory to another. Curſed is the Man 
that truſteth in Man, and maketh Fleſh 
his Arm, whoſe Heart departeth from 
the Lord. 


Ir it be reaſonable to proportion our. 


Hope and Confidence in any Being to the 
Degree of his Power and Excellency, the 


Kindneſs of his Diſpoſition, and his Abi- 


lity to protect and bleſs us; it muſt then 
be highly unreaſonable to place an abſo- 
lute Truſt even in the greateſt and moſt 
exalted of Princes : For as the Royal 
Plalmiſt reminds us----He i is, at beſt, but 
* the Son of Man.”---A Deſcendant of A- 
dam; who violated the divine Command, 
' forfcited Immor ality vitiated the human

Nature, and entailed Infirmity and Death \ 
upon all his Poſterity. 


THERE is no eſſential Difference be- 
tween the Monarch and his Subjects. 
He partakes of the ſame Nature with 
them, and is alike encompaſſed with the 
natural and moral Frailties of Humanity. 
— Being a Man, his Power is derived 
and limited, not original and abſolute. 
Being the Son of Man, his Wiſdom and 
Goodneſs are imperfect; and his Weak- 
neſſes and Paſſions, aſſaulted by the pe- 
culiar Temptations of an high Station, 
may lead him to diſappoint the Confi- 
dence repoſed in him. He may want a 
| Diſpoſition of Heart to deſign the Hap- 
3 pineſs of his Dependants, or Wiſdom to 
find the proper Meaſures for it, or 
f = Power to execute them. But the Pro- 
7 Hhibition in our Text is chiefly and more

Dar viſits the Palaces of Princes 


as well as the Cottage of the Peaſant, and 


pays no more Deference to the one than 
the other, He weakens the ſcepter d 
Hand, lays the Head of Majeſty in the 
Duſt, and *deſtroyeth1 the Hope. ofMan.” 


When this Meſſenger from the King of 


Kings enters the Court, how ſoon does 
he change a glittering Palace into the 


Houſe of Mourning ! © He cuts off the 


Spirit of Princes, and is terrible to the 
Kings of the Earth, becauſe with all 
their k Power they bd him irreſiſtable.

Their wiſeſt Miniſters and Politicians 


cannot extricate them from this fatal 
Neceſſity, nor their moſt faithful Guards 


protect them from this Enemy to exter- 


nal Proſperity and Grandeur. If it be 


aſked, © where is the Houſe of the 
Prince ; and where are the Dwelling- 
places of the Mighty ”? It muſt be an- 
ſwered, where Job deſired to reſt, © with 
Kings and Counſellors of the Earth ; the 
Houſe appointed for all the living“.

WHERE are the Kings and Princes 
of the Earth who formerly parcelled it 
out among themſelves?

to obliterate: Let him conſider himſelf as 
born for others, and value his high Sta- 
tion for nothing ſo much as the Oppor- 
tunity it affords of diffuſing Happineſs 
around him : Let him in the Heighth of 
Proſperity have that Compaſſion for the 
diſtreſſed, which ordinary Minds cannot 
learn from Sufferings themſelves: Let his 
Government approach as nearly to the 
divine Pattern as human Nature will 


allow, and Millions rejoice in theBleſſings b 
of it: Yet alas ! this truly great, this 


beloved and admired Perſonage, muſt die 
like common Men, and fall like one of 


thoſe Princes who have lived the Scourges 
of Mankind, 


Tuts is the Appointment of Heaven: 
So univerſal is the Empire which God 
has given to Death in this lower World; 
and ſo impartially does the Judge of all 


the Earth execute the Sentence which 


his Juſtice pronounced upon the Foun-

Tranſgreſſion ; ©* Duſt thou art, and unto

Miniſter of the living God ; and in all 
hisTriumphs executes the divine Decrees. 
A Sparrow does not fall to the Ground, 
much leſs does a royal Head bow to 
the Tomb, without our heavenly Father's 


Will. 


WHEN therefore we behold the great as 
well as the ſmall, the Prince as well as the 
Subject ſubmitting to the common Law 
of Mortality, our Thoughts are naturally 
led up to him who is King of Kings, and 


Lord of Lords; whoſe Power is irreſiſti- 


ble, and his Dominion abſolute and uni- 
verſal. © Behold, he taketh away, and 
who can hinder him ? Who may fay unto 
him, What doeſt Thou?“ While we 
view the Frailty of Princes, how tran- 
ſcendently glorious does that Being ap- 
pear, to whoſe Law the greateſt in Au- 
thority muſt thus ſubmit, and ** who 
only hath Immortality! ”

AN Aſſy rian Monarch, we are told, 
returning from an Enterprize that bad 
been remarkably blaſted by Heaven, or- 
dered a Statue of himſelf to be erected 
with this Inſcription ; “ Let the Man 
who beholds me, learn to Reverence the 
Deity ”. Methinks, ſuch an Inſcription 
may be read upon every royal Tomb; 
and nothing can ſpeak this Sentiment 
louder in the Ear of Reaſon, than the 
funeral Solemnities of a King.

How then can we pay our firſt Re- 
gards to a Man that ſhall die, and place 
our chief Confidence in the Son of Man 
who ſhall be made as Graſs, and forget 
the Lord our Maker, who liveth and 
reigneth without any Variableneſs, or 
Shadow of Change ! Shall not He become 
the great Object of our Hope and Reve- 
rence, who amidſt all the Changes which 
we behold in this lower World, is ſtill the 
ſame; ſupporting all Things by the ſame 
almighty Arm; directing all by the ſame 

unerring Wiſdom ; acting always from

the ſame eternal Principle of Goodneſs, 
and proſecuting in all the ſame glorious 
Ends. 
Ta E Mortality of Princes caſts a Shade 
upon all the Kingdoms of the World, 
and the Glories of them, and exhibits 
in the moſt ſtriking Light the Folly of 
founding our Hopes upon the fugacious 
Scenes of Time. The Faſhion of the 
World paſſeth away: There is no Con- 
dition here ſtable and permanent; no- 
thing that we can long poſſeſs and enjoy; 
and therefore nothing for which we 
ought in reaſon to be greatly ſollicitous, 
or highly to value.“ Surely Man walk- 
eth in a vain Shew.; ſurely he is diſqui- 
eted in vain. ” 
ings to value their Enjoyments in Pro- 
portion to their Duration; and were we 
to govern ourſelves by this Rule, our 
Minds would not be ſo deeply affected, 
nor our Hearts ſo often corrupted, by

„% War on Earth but muſt tell us 
the World is vain, if Thrones declare 
it ? If Kings are Demonſtrations of it ? 
A Throne is the ſhining Period, the gol- 
den Termination of the worldly Man's 
Proſpect ; his Paſſions affect, his Under- 
ſtanding cbnceives nothing beyond it, 
or the Favors it can beſtow. When 
therefore his Monarch dies, with Reve- 
rence be it ſpoken, what can God, in 
his ordinary Means do more, to turn 


his Affections into their right Channel, 


and ſend them forward to their proper 
Sag? "** 


TRE outward and civil Diſtinctions, 
which do,” and which ought to take 
Place in the preſent State, are too fre- 
quently rated above their true Worth 


and Importance, and we are apt to be as 


deeply. concerned about them, as tho' 
all our Intercſt was involved in them, 
But we ſhall make another Eſtimate of 


Things, if we reflect, that theſe Diſtincti-

ons depend upon a Life, which like a 
Vapor, appeareth for A little Time, ol 
then vaniſhes away; that Death, who 
levels all, is on his Way to us, ſwift as 
the © Eagle which haſteth to her Prey; 
and that in a few Days, at fartheſt, the 
World and all it can boaſt, will be of 
juſt as much Importance to the © living 


who are yet alive, as it is to thoſe who 
are already dead 


Soc Reflections, if properly purſued, 
and accompanied with the Influences 
of God's good Spirit, muſt be attended 

wich excellent Effects. They check 

that Spirit within us, which luſteth to 
Envy, and deliver us from a thouſahd 
vain Inquietudes. They chill a burning 
and lawleſs Ambition, and convince us 
that Pride was not made for Man, nor 
an haughty Spirit for him that is born 
of a Woman, They teach us the right 
Value, and true Improvement of Life F- 
and that our great Intereſt does at 
laſt depend upon a faithful and diligent 
Diſcharge of the Daties of that Station, 


what- 
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whatever it be, which divine Providence 
has aſſigned us, that we may appear with 
Advantage in the World of Immortality. 


REFLECTIONS upon the Frailty of 
Man in his beſt Eſtate, muſt be of par- 
ticular Advantage to thoſe who are ad- 

vanced to Places of Dignity, and veſted 
with civil Power. From ſuch Reflecti- 
ons they will derive a firm Support a- 
gainſt the Temptations to which an ex- 
alted State is expoſed; they will learn 
to think ſoberly of themſelves; to bear 
in Mind the great End of their Advance- 
ment; to diſcharge with inflexible In- 
tegrity every public Truſt; and in all 
their Adminiſtrations to pay a becoming 
| Regard to that glorious Being, by 
whom Princes rule, and Nobles, yea all 
the Judges of the Earth. 


To Men of high Degree, this Prince of 
the Kings of the Earth addreſſes his Admo- 
nitions and Counſels. Let not the wiſe 

Man glory 1 in his Wiſdom ; neither let the 


mighty 
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mighty Man glory in his Might; let not 

the rich Man glory in his Riches; but 
let him that glorieth glory in this, that 
he underſtandeth and knoweth me that 
I am the Lord which exerciſe Loving- 
kindneſs, ' Righteouſneſs and Judgment 
in the Earth, for in theſe Things I de- 
light : Be wiſe now therefore O ye Kings : 
be inſtructed ye Judges of the Earth ; 
ſerve the Lord with Fear, and rejoice 
with Trembling : Kiſs the Son, leſt he 
be angry, and ye periſh from the Way, 
when his Wrath is kindled but a little ; 
bleſſed are all they that put their Truſt 
in him. 


IT muſt ſerve to imprint upon us all a 
deeper Reverence of the ſupreme Ruler 
of the World, to conſider the univerſal 
Triumph of Death, not meerly as an Ap- 
pointment of his Sovereignty, but as be- 
longing to the Plan of his moral Govern- 
ment. Time is related to Eternity; and 
as all who have had a Part aſſigned them 

here are accountable to God, ſo in the 
World of Recompence, to which all 


without 
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without Diſtinction are tranſmitted by 
Death, the divine Juſtice, which ſome- 

times appears to human Sight involved, 
in Clouds and Darkneſs, will © break 

forth as the Light, and ſhine as the noon 

day.” They whoſe exalted Station ex- 

empts them from an earthly Tribunal, 

muſt at laſt ſtand before the Judge of 

the World, who will weigh their Actions, 

and aſſign their Reward. St. John be- 

held in Viſion this important and affect- 

ing Scene. He ſaw the Dead, ſmall and 

great, ſtand before God ; the Books 

were opened, and all were judged accor- 

ding to their Works. 


In the mean Time, we ought to reſt 
fatisfied with the abſolute Rectitude of 
the divine Government. Promotion 

cometh neither from the Eaſt nor the 
Weſt, ” but is diſtributed by God him- 
ſelf with an unerring Hand, who put- 
teth down one, and ſetteth up another.“ 
Men of various and oppoſite Characters 
are permitted to aſcend a Throne, and 
the Lives of Princes are protracted or

um — — — ere 
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cut ſhort, to anſwer the righteous and 
good Purpoſes of Heaven. 


IT is certainly a Mercy to the World 
that wicked Princes are not immortal, 
and that their natural Frailty will not 
allow them a long Continuance upon 
Earth. And tho' the Death of a pious 
and good King, may ſometimes be in 
Judgment to a ſinful People, it is ſtill a a 
Favor to himſelf. In the Heighth of his 
Authority and Glory, the trueſt Enjoy- 
ment which he knows, is derived from 
conſcious Integrity, from Reflections up- 
on his unremitted Care for the public 
Good, his arduous and important Services 
to Mankind, and from the Hope of the 
divine Acceptance and Reward. Nor 
does all the Brilliancy and Magnificence 
of a Court furniſh any Thing, that can 


rival in his Eſteem this unſeen Reward. 
He is therefore willing to paſs to it thro' 
the Shades of Death; and to drop his 


royal Honors, for the“ far more ex- 
ceeding and eternal Weight of Glory.“ 


TRE 
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Tux Man of the Earth, the lawieſs 
and'cruel Monarch, the impious Tyrant, 
falls by the Hand of Death, © that he 
may no more oppreſs. ” And the Ter- 
ribleneſs of his Fall, the Inſult with 
which it is attended, and the Deteſtation 
with which his Memory i is marked, are 
repreſented by the Prophet in a Flame of 

Eloquence. Hell from beneath is 
moved to meet thee at thy Coming: 
It ſtirrech up the dead for thee, even all 
the chief ones of the Earth: All they 
ſhall ſpeak, and fay unto thee, Art thou 
alſo become weak as we ? Art thou be- 
come like unto us? They that ſee thee 
ſhall narrowly look upon thee, and con- 
ſider thee, ſaying, Is this the Man that 
made the Earth to tremble, that did ſhake 
Kingdoms ? That made the World as 
a Wilderneſs, and deſtroyed the Cities 
thereof, and opened not the Houſe of 
his Priſoners? Thy Pomp is brought 
down to the Grave: The Worm is 
ſpread under Thee, and the Worms cover 
Thee. How art thou fallen, O Lucifer, 
Son of the Morning ! ” | 


D | BuT 
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BuT how different, is the End of a 
righteous and good Prince! He ſubmits 
indeed, to the Stroke of Death; but he 
falls lamented, as the Friend of human 
Kind, the Patron of Juſtice, the com- 
mon Father of his Subjects; and hisWorth 


is atteſted by the Sighs and Tears of a 
whole Nation. 


So fell our late Sovereign, GEORGE 
the SECOND ; whoſe Reign will be tranſ- 
mitted, with diſtinguiſhed Luſtre to fu- 
ture Generations, and his Memory long 
- be bleited. 


Tur Sorrow occaſioned by the De- 
ceaſe of this gracious KING, is neither 
confined to the Brittth Court, nor the 
Britiſh Shores: It reaches to the Extre- 
mities of his late wide Dominion, and 
has paſſed over undiminiſhed to theſe 
Colonies, which at this Diſtance from 
the Throne, have enjoyed ſo large a 
Share in the Bleſlings of his Govern- 
ment. And if we have not been ſo hap- 
py as to take a near View of his royal 
Ac-

Accompliſhments ; yet all of us have felt 
their Influence, and are conſtrained to 
expreſs, as well as we are able, our Gra- 
titude to his Memory, 


THE remoteſt Subjects of GREAT: 
BRITAIN are not ignorant, that our late 
Sovereign poſſeſſed thoſe Qualitics that 
dignify the Soul, by which he was fit- 
ted for Empire, and prepared to reign 
over a wiſe, a free, and a great Nation, 
with ſo much Glory to himſelf, and Fe- 
licity to his Subjects. 

TRE Manner in which he conducted 
the arduous and complicated Affairs of 
State, affords a Demonſtration of the 
Extent of his Capacity; and confirms 
what a foreign Nobleman “ ſaid of him, 
many Years ago; © that he had a quick 
Apprehenſion, and a wonderful Memory

Baron de Pollnitz in his Memoirs publiſhed upwards of 
twenty Years ago; in which that noble 2uthor ſpeaks 
highly of the Virtues as well as Abilities of our late 
Sovereign ; and of the Happineſs which the Nation en- 
jdyed in his Reign. Such is the Idea that Forcigners 
kad formed of him,

— that he read much, and knew more 


than moſt do who wear the royal Dia- 
dem. 77 


Jus rio is among the moſt ſhining 
and uſeful Qualities that can adorn a 
Prince ; it's happy Influence extends thro' 
a whole Community ; it is the Soul of 
evry publick Adminiſtration, , and the 
Baſis of national Happineſs, This Vir- 
tue our late Monarch was known to 
polleſs in an eminent Degree. No In- 
jury, during his Reign, was offered from 
the Throne to the meaneſt Subject of 
Great-Britain ; ; no juſt Complaint was 
umedreſſed that could reach the royal 
Ear ; no Law, under the Countenance 
ofthe Sovereign, was diſpenſed with, or 
wreſted, with a View to Oppreſſion; nor 
the Stroke of Juſtice ſuſpended, or aver- 
ted, but where Compaſſion to the Offen- 
der was deem'd conſiſtent with the pub- 
lic Welfare. We may therefore eaſily cre- 
dit, what has been affirmed, that like his 
Royal Father, of blefſed Memory, 1t was 
his firſt Queſtion upon any Matter of

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Doubt or Difficulty, whether it be in 
every Point agreeable to the Laws of the 
Land. Thus he could adopt the Lan- 

' guage of him, who is called in Scripture, 

the greateſt Man in all the Eaſt ; © I put 

on Righteouſneſs and it cloathed me, and 
my Judgment was as a Robe and a Dia- 
dem. 


Poss Ess ED in ſo high a Degree, of 
this truly royal Virtue, He not only con- 
formed to, but had an high Eſteem of the 
Britiſh Conſtitution; a Conſtitution which 
perhaps owes its preſent Exiſtence, under 
God, to the Succeſſion of the illuſtrious 
Houſe of HA NO VER to the Britiſh Throne. 
From a natural Regard to the Rights of 
Mankind, He approved the Wiſdom of 
our Anceſtors, in not placing an abſolute 
Truſt in Princes, and in bounding their 
Authority by indiſpenſible Laws: Nor 
did He ever diſcover an Inclination to 
extend his Prerogative beyond Theſe 
Bounds, becauſe He wanted no other 
Power than that of doing Good, 


IN 
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In all his Conduct towards foreign 
Princes and States, the ſame Virtue was 
gloriouſly conſpicuous, His Word was 
facred, and his Honor inviolate : He per- 
formed his Engagements, and was firm 
to his Alliances. He entered into no 
Wars from Avarice, or Luſt of Dominion; 
on the contrary, He was a Refuge to op- 
preſſed States; the Scourge of Tyrants; 


and a powerful Friend to diſtreſſed and 
injured Princes. | 


Is Him we beheld Juſtice tempered, 
tho' not weakened, by a ſingular Hu- 
manity and Goodneſs. According to 
his Coronation Oath, He * executed 
Judgment in Mercy,“ delighting in that 
Clemency which mitigates the Seve- 
rity, without impairing the Majeſty of 
Law: And when He could not pardon 


the Criminal, He knew how to pity the 


Man. He was full of Affection to thoſe 
whoſe Fidelity in their Employments 
He had experienced, and could weep, a- 
midſt the Joy of Victory, at the Loſs of 
a brave and faithful Servant. His whole 

Reign 
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Reign affords a {| plendid Proof of the ex- 
alted Benevolence of his Heart, and that 
the Happineſs of his People, was the 
the great Object of his Affection. This 
engaged Him to that conſtant, and per- 
ſevering Application to Public Affairs, 
for which He was ſo remarkable. And 
as his Deſigns and Meaſures were wiſe 
and good, and worthy his royal Charac- 
ter, it was happy for the Nation, that 
He was ſo firm and ſteady in the Proſe- 
cution of them. 


Tux military Virtues of our deceaſed 
Monarch were well known to the World, 
and tranſmitted to Him by Inheritance. 
Three of his illuſtrious Uncles fell glori- 
ouſly in the Field, fighting againſt the 
common Enemies of their Country ; and 
when He was Electeral Prince, He 
fought with the Spirit of his Father, at 
the Battle of Oudenard, where the Chil- 
dren of France, and the Pretender, fled 
before Him. The ſame Valour and 
Intrepidity were more lately diſplayed in 
the Field of Dettingen. 


BuT 
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Bur with all the Heroic Fire and * 
neſs of his Temper, like Cyrus, W . '- 
wiſely preferred Juſtice and Clemency 
to martial Courage ; fince the latter is 
often the Cauſe of Ruin and Deſolation 
to whole Countries, whereas the former 
are always uſeful and beneficent. Ac- 
cordingly He exhibited to the World, not 
long ago, an Example of Moderation, 
ſeldom ſeen in great Proſperity ; when 
looking with Compaſſion upon the con- 
tending and waſted Nations, He made 
his Enemies fair Offers of Peacc, in the 
' midſt of the molt glorious Succeſſes : 
Tho' their Refuſal of theſe generousOver- 
tures, only ſerved, as might naturally 
have been conjectured,- to add to the 
Nurnber of his Triumphs. 


Wr have loſt in our late Sovereign, a 
ſteady Patron of religious as well as civil 
Liberty. He was an Enemy to Perſecu- 
tion in all it's Forms; and poſſeſſed the 
true Spirit of the Proteſtant Religion; a 
Religion founded upon theRights of Con- 
ſcience, for which He ever expreſſed a 

tender 
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tender and generous Regard. The true 
Friends of the Proteſtant Cauſe, and of 
the Liberties of Enrope, in every Nation, 
will long remember, how much his Coun- 
ſels and Influence have been employed, 
for the Protection and Advancement of 
both; and with what Vigor He actuated 
the Syſtem formed for their Support. — 
Nor ought we to forget his Equity and 
Moderation towards the various Denomi- 
nations of Proteſtants, within his own 
Dominions. He knew that this Variety 
might take. Place among his Subjects, in 
perfect Conſiſtence with chriſtian Charity; 
and without the leaſt Diminution of their 
Loyalty; and that, in the preſent State 
of Things, it naturally reſults from free 
Inquiry, and the unreſtrained Exerciſe of 
the Right of private Judgment. | 


Such a Monarch, could not but com- 
mand the Love of ſuch a Nation as Great- 
Britain, 'This our late Sovereign both 
valued, and enjoyed : For He was heard 
to ſay, upon a remarkable Occaſion, 
* that it was the greateſt Happineſs He 
ever felt, to find he was ſo beloved by 
. — his 


Af 
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his People. He had indeed, the Con- 
fidence of his Subjects to an high Degree, 
as appears from the unexampled Supplies 
which they chearfully raiſed, to ſup port 
Him in the preſent juſt, and neceſſary 
War, and from the large Votes of Credit 
with which his Parliament entruſted Him. 
So that He could ſay, with an ancient 
Prince, My Treaſury is the Hearts of 
my Subjects. | 


Is what Manner He improved this 
Confidence, and employed his whole Re- 
gal Power, may be learned from the 
Complexion of the Britiſh Affairs, and 
the Bleſſings enjoyed, under his Govern- 
ment. We have ſeen Religion pro- 
tected ; Liberty exulting ;' Literature, 
and the politer Arts, cultivated ; Com- 
merce, that Source of Wealth and Power, 
flouriſhing, and extending itſelf beyond 
former Bounds ; our Arms, in this truly 
National War, triumphant upon the O- 
cean and Land, and in all Quarters of the 
World; and Britain raiſed to a Point of 
Felicity and Glory, which it never knew 
before. 


Burr, 
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Bor, far from over-looking the Hand 
of Divine Providence, in National Prof- 
perity, our late Sovereign repeatedly cal- 
led upon his Subjects, and led them by a 
molt engaging Example of Piety, ulti- 
mately to refer the Glory of theſe Succeſ- 
ſes to the great Ruler of the World. 


THEsE Britiſh Colonies are indebted, - 
not only for their preſent Security and 
Happineſs, but perhaps, for their very Be- 
ing, to the paternal Care of the Monarch, 
for whom we are now Moutning. How 
readily was his powerful Arm ſtretched 
out for our Succor, in the Day of our 
Diſtreſs ?!—We owe it, under God, to the 
Wiſdom and Vigor of his Counſels, and 
the large Aids which He afforded us, that 
the grand Conteſt in Neorth- America is fo 
happily decided, and theſe Northern Co- 
lonics, lately encompaſſed with all the 
Horrors of War, have now no Enemy to 
contend with. May Canada ever remain 
annexed to the Britiſh Dominion, a Mo- 
nument of the Glory of our late Sove— 
reign's Reign, and a Pledge of the Rill | 
greater Proſperity of the Nation, in the 
Security and Growth of it's Colonies !

Even 
the Pagan Sages ſaw, and acknowledged 
that a good Prince is the Gift of Heaven, 
and among the moſt precious and valua- 
ble Donations, of an external Nature, 
which God beſtows upon Mankind.
